Two fresh divisions (24,000 m m } 
attacked Dead Man’s Hill while th# 
assault was in progress on the B#Ci* 
incourt line» other forces at the ssi&n 
time trying to jg:llp through the ravine 
near Sumieres.

N OJ-.DBN days, religious and secu 
lar amusements joined, the church's 


festivals were the people's only holi- 
ttaya, the church itself the only theater 
and the monks the actors. Throughout 
the year they ga\e miracle plays suit- 
ed to the season, illustrating some 
Bible story, and at Eastertide a realis 
tic representation of the resurrection 
•was performed 
When the play was 


•ver the monks watched all night be- 
tide the tomb, for there was a wide 
spread'belief that Christ's second com- 
ing would take place on Easter morn- 
ing. 
In fact, this practice was con- 


tinued until the Reformation. 


It was also the custom up to the 


eighteenth century for the priest to tell 
an "Blaster tale" from the pulpit, to en- 
Kven the people after the gloom of 
Lent. Here is an example: A black-, 
smith and his wife who had offered ' 
hospitality to a stranger found that ; 
they had entertained 
an angel uu- j 


aweres. On leaving, he offeied to grant 
any request they might make. 
The 


wife asked to be made sure of heaven, 
.whereupon the guest replied 'that she 
{had but to look into her mouth to be 
certain of that, since it was cleat that 
aiie could not go 10 the place where 
(there was weeping and gnashing ot 
teeth. The smith, moie worldly mind- 
ed, aeked: First, that vvhoexer climbed 
Into hie pear tree would not be able 
to get down \\ithout his consent; sec- 
ondly, that whoever sat down on his 
«avi! or got into his flue should be un- 
able to move without his permission; 
and. thirdly, that he might never be 
iimrted from his old green cap.

She i* able to sustain her 
high voice, which is growing eu'ry 
day. She is essentially :i lieder singer, 
and it is hev ambition to become one 
of the greatest lieder singers in Amer- 
ica.

They fed balanced rations, kept the 
hogs free from lice and worms, and 
made their hog feeding a business en- 
terprise, and not a venture. 


In Oklahoma 23 boys and 1 girl sold 


their pigs to the two Oklahoma City 


Hogs Raised by & Member of Pig Club/ 


packing houses at top prices, going 35 
cents above the top of the market for 
the day. 
These hogs averaged 10 


months of age and 344 pounds in 
weight. Eleven of them were judged 
as perfect market type by the buyers, 
and only one scored below 90. The 
average dress out was 84 per cent un- 
chilled. 


The champion hog from Kingfisher 


county weighed 1,440 pounds on the 
hoof and dressed out 87 per cent un- 
chilled. This eleven-months-old bar- 
row was on alfalfa pasture the flrsi 
four months ot his life, and then was 
fed tankage, corn, kitchen wastes, 
shorts, and alfalfa the neit seven 
months. He cost 6 cents per pound to 
produce, including purchase price, 
feed, and labor, and five the boy a 
profit ot $8.90 In addition to the prises 
won.

Light ordinance adopted Maich 10, 1916, 
and which has not been published on ac- 
count of some of its pro-visions ha\ ing to 
be approved by the company, and by the 
Public Service Commission before it could 
become fully effective. 
, 


The sections are hereby given . 
Section 1—Be it enacted and ordained 


by the Burgees and Town Council of the 
Borough of New Oxford,County of Adam, 
and State of Pennsylvania, and it is here- 
by enacted and ordained by authority of 
the same, that, subject to the conditions 
hereinafter mentioned, permission be and 
is hereby granted unto the Hanover Light, 
Heat & Power Company, a corporation 
created and existing under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to enter upon and oc- 
oupy the Mreets, lanes and highways of 
said Borough of New Oxford for the pur-

guarding of poles, w ires and other fix- 
tures, and the said company, its succes- 
sors and assigns shall at all times be sub- 
ject to such rules and regulations now iu 
force or that may hereafter be adopted bv 
the said borough governing the bame.

company, its successors or assigns, to ob-

vetoing the light ordinance 


New Oxford, Pa , April 3, 1916 


To the President and Tow n Council Bor- 
ough, New Oxford, Pa. 


I have befoie me for approval an ordi- 


nance submitted by the Hanover Light, 
Beat & Power Company, asking for a hght- 
ng franchise from this Borough for an un- 
imited term. At the meeting of March 
8th, it was contended by Council that on- 
y a limited franchise should be granted, 
also that the Borough should have free 
ights tor Council chamber and allowed a 
tax on the poles used, all of which was 
tut nod down by the Light Company 
The 


Oidmance Committee made the bame re- 
commendations to Council at a meeting 
March H)th. At this meeting the same 
stand was taken by Council, with the same 
result, the Lijrht Company coming back 
with theaarneordinance and contract with 
partial free light section taken therefiom 


As a last resort the Light Company 


agreed to alloy, the free light section, at> 
£iven in the first contract, subject to the 
approval of the home office at Scranton 
and the Public Service Commission with 
,hc understanding that if not so approved 
ill action taken upon the ordinance should 
>e void. They told you that the Light 
Company would not accept a limited fran- 
chise, and that it was a question whether 
the Public Service Commission w ould ap- 
prove it 
So far as the free light is con- 


cerned, the company would not turn down 
so valuable an asset for so small an item, 
neither do 1 think they would turn down 
as Rood a thing as tint? franchise would be 
even if limited 
And I know this, that the 


Commission ' has never ruled that a fran- 
chise to an electric light company should 
be perpetual, nor has it at any time ob- 
jected to granting its approval to a limit 
ed franchise 
In fact, in some cases it has 


indicated that it would not approve a per- 
petual franchise to an Electric Light Co " 


In section 7 of the ordinance, which Mi. 


Keith contended was of such great value 
to the borough 
You will find two woids, 


as used hcio, which have given courts and 
juries a vast amount of trouble to decide 
satisfactorily to the term as to what should 
constitute '"Reasonable Notice". 
The 


same would result here did the borough 
have to go into Court with this ordinance 
Had Mr. Keith added after the words 
' Rea&onable Notice" of say thirtv or sixty 
days, it would have given some idea what, 
at the time, it would have seemed to the 
parties as reasonable notice 


Since the meeting of March 10th, when 


Council took action upon this ordinance, a 
very decided objection has been raised by 
the better class of citizens 
Men who are 


able to know what it means to the people 
of New Oxford to give away such a valu- 
able franchise for all time—in other words 
—are opposed to the giving of a perpetual 
franchise. 


Taking into consideration all this and 


looking with disfavor upon a perpetual 
franchise, in which I have the support of 
the best citizens of the town, and some 
other features which the ordinance con- 
tains, I take it as a duty I owe to the citi- 
zens of New Oxford not to approve this or- 
dinance. In doing this, I want it plainly 
understood that it is not from a selfish or 
mercenary motive, but for the best inter- 
ests of New Oxford. 


I want it also understood that I am not 


opposed to the light coming to tpwn. We 
need the light for our streets and domestic 
uses, and will support any application that 
is presented with half a show for the town. 
I would therefore recommend that Council 
would adopt an ordinance similar to this 
one for a fifteen or twenty year franchise, 
to be submitted to the Hanover Light, 
Heat & Power Co-, and, if they refuse to 
accept, the borough will be in a position 
to place the matter before the Public Ser- 
vice Commission for an equitable adjust- 
ment.should you choose to do so. I, there- 
fore, return this ordinance to you without 
my approval, together with my reasons 
for doing so.

Cottonseed flour is made from the 


kernel of the seed after the oil has 
been pressed from it. It is a highly- 
concentrated food and is in no way 
intended to replace wheat flour or oth- 
er cereals, and cannot safely be so 
used, because an excess of protein ia 
probably as damaging to the human 
system as a lack of it. It is supposed 
to be mixed with three or four part* 
of wheat Hour and made into bread.
